Special to the Post-Dispatch, , 
NEW YORK, Oct. 2%.—A_ strike 
300 chauffeurs of the New York Trans- 
portation Co. resulted in a _ riot this 
morning at the big garage at Fifteenth 
Street and Eighth avenue. 
A non-union chaffeur who attempted 
to take one of the automobiles out 0 
the garage was attacked by a crowd of 
strikers, dragged from his seat — 
was being beaten when a_ friot pom 
‘brought a platoon of policemen to the 
iseene. The officers arrived just 45 ne 
non-unionist drew a revolver and: fired 
into the crowd of strikers. No one 
was wounded. : 

The police then charged the strikers. 
T’wo arrests were made. 

After the riot had been quelled the 
transportation company decided not nd 
attempt to take out any more machines 
without police protecticn. 

The men declared that they are coni- 
pelled to report for work at the garage 
every morning at 7 o'clock, and some 
days they are not given any work. They 
are paid at the rate of 16 2-3 cents an 
hour for what time they work. 

They demand for the chauffeurs of the 
ordinary electric machines a uniform 
wage of $2 for a 12-hour day. Another 
of the grievances is the cost of the uni- 
form they are compelled to wear. 

For the drivers of vehicles hired to 
private families the men demand $2.50 
per day, instead of $2.31, the amount 
they are now receiving. 

President Mead of the transportation 
company said the company regards the 
demands of the men as unjust, and that 
they cannot be granted at present.

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SWITCHMEN WANT RAISE. 


Chicago Yard Employes to 
Make Demand Today. 


CHICAGO, Oct. %.—Strengthened by 
the promised support of engineers and 
firemen, one branch of the switchmen 
employed in the Chicago railroad yards 
will go before officials of the various 
roads today to make a final demand for 
higher wages and shorter hours. 

The time limit within which the 
switchmen have declared they will in- 
sist upon an answer to their petition ex- 
pires at noon, and while strike action 
will not follow necessarily on an ad- 
verse reply from the roads, such a de- 
velopment, according to Grand Master 
Frank Hawley of the Switchmen’s 
Union, will render the situation serious. 

At a mass meeting of yard employes 
held last night it was reported that the 
Western roads entering tn Chicago will 
tender the men a compromise offer 
amounting to an increase of 2 cents an 
hour in pay. The offer represents 8 
events an hour less than demanded. 

“It may be stated definitely,’’ said 
Grand Master Hawley, ‘‘that the offer 
will not be accepted by the switchmen.” 

The securing of the engineers and fire- 
men as allies had much to do with the 
stiffening of the switchmen's determina- 
tion. The enginemen, who are members 
of the engineers’ and firemen’'s brother- 
hoods, yesterday presented demands to 
the railroads all over the country. The 
demands apply solely to men working 
on switching engines and do not affect 
engineers or firemen on “‘through runs.”’ 

As an advance over the present scale 
of 31 cents, the engineers asked for W 
cents an hour, while the firemen. ex- 
pressed a desire for a raise from 18c to 
%c an hour.

absence her husband again induced Mrs. 
Fox to become his housekeeper. 

On August 23 Mrs. Switzer again re- 
turned home and insisted on the im- 
mediate removal of Mrs. Fox. There 
was quite a scene in the Switzer home 
during which Switzer made a bluff at 
taking poison, according to one of the 
charges in Mrs. Switzer’s cross bill. 
This scene was followed by the final 
separation and the filmg of a petition 
for divorce by Switzer. 

Mrs. Switzer was served with a copy 
of the divorcee petition at 3314 Olive 
street and later she returned to the 
home of her parents in Iowa. She de- 
cided to fight the divorce proceeding 
in order to get the custody of her 
children. Accordingly she retained at- 
torneys at Des Moines, Io. to draw 
up her cross hill and they, through 
St. Louis lawyers, filed Mrs. Switzer’s 
charges in the Circuit Court Monday. 


Other Woman Named. 
Besides the charge that her husband 
exchanged her for Mrs. Fox, Mrs. 


Switzer alleges in her cross bilj that 
Switzer at one time was too friendly 
with a married woman, who has since 
died, and thaf he made appointments 
with a Mrs. Mamie Smith, whose pres- 
ent whereabouts are unknown. Deposi- 
tions in suppert of Mrs. Switzer’s al- 
legations will be taken in the office of 
her Des Moines lawyer Oct, 30. Her 
witnesses, chief among whom is her 
sister, live in lowa. 

In order to get Mrs. Fox's side of the 
story a Post-Dispatch reporter inquired 
of Switzer’s attorneys where she could 
be found. The attorneys said they did 
not know, but that Switzer could teil. 
Switzer when seen in his apartments at 
90244 Franklin avenue denied the 
charges of his wife. 

“T don’t know where Mrs. Fox is liv- 
ing now, but if you will return here in 
three hours from now I will try to have 
her here,’ said Switzer. 

Three hours later Mrs. Fox was seen 
in Switzer’s apartments. 

“l’m awfully sorry to be mixed up in 
this divorce suit because [I am just 
about to be reconciled with my husband 
from whom I have been separated for 
nearly a year,’’ said Mrs. Fox. ‘But 
since Mrs. Switzer has made such an 
ugly charge agairst me I am only too 
glad to be given an opportunity to be 
heard. 

Denies Breaking Up Home. 

‘‘In the first place I did not break up 
Mis. Switzer’s home as she claims 1! 
did. What_I did was done through ap- 
preciation for favors I had received at 
the hands of the Switzers. They were 
both good friends of mine. We lived in 
the same building for vears. 

“When Mrs. Switzer left her husband 
he asked me to take care of the chi- 
dren and offered to pay me a salary as 
a housekeeper. I could not refuse the 
offer because T felt sorry for the poor 
little Switzer children. hey were neg- 
fected by their mother and they needed 
a mnother’s care.. I looked after them 
during the day, while Mr. Switzer was 
at work, and at night, when he was at 
home, I went to my own house. 

“There was absolutely nothing in my 
relations with Mr. Switzer that would 
give Mrs. Switzer grounds to say that I 
broke up her home. I kept house for 
Mr. Switzer only three days. When 
Mrs. Switzer returned home and or- 
dered me to leave I was only too glad 
to go, because I did not want to come 
between husband un? wife. 

“Mrs. Switzer is to blame for all the 
trouble. Mr. Switzer is a hard work- 
ing man and always srovided well for 
his family. He treated his wife with the 
greatest respect and kindness at all 
times. Why, I’ve seen Mrs, Switzer go 
to the trunk during her husband's ab- 
sence and take out $5, saying that she 
was going out to spend some money. 
Mr. Switzer when he would return home 
would ask his wife what she did with 
the money and when she replied that 
she just spent it he would say ‘All 
right’ and that was all there was to it. 

Husband Makes Denial, 

“Mrs. Switzer did not want to live 
with her husband and she did not want 
him to have anyone else take care of 
the children. That is the truth of the 
whole matter. Mr. Switzer had to have 
someone to look after those little ones. 
He could.not see them neglected. He is 
tov good a father for that. 

‘“T don't want to talk too much right 
now, but since Mrs. Switzer has dragged 
me into this matter I will have a whole 
lot to say when I take the stand in 
court. Mrs. Switzer will have to prove 
what she has said about me or I'll know 
the reason why.” 

Mrs. Fox is a brunette with blue eyes.

She says she is staying with her par- 
ents at present, but would not say 
where they live.

Her benefactions, so simply given to 
her household, are almost the first use 
she has made of the immense fortune 
committed to her hands. Her one earlier 
gift was a check for $1000 to the Far 
Rockaway chapel built by Mr. Sage at 
her request. 

Mrs. Sage may remain at Lawrence 
during the winter. She said yesterday 
she had not yet definitely decided to 
leave its peace for the turmoil of the 
city. 


SEES ACCIDENTS, DIES. 


Chicago Woman Finally Killed 
by Nervous Prostrations. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, Oct. %.—Georgia Rennett, 
aged 21 years, of South Chicago, is dead 
at her home from nervous prostration 
brought on by a series of calamities. 

Miss Bennett's first attack of nervous 
trowble was caused two years ago when 
she saw a man commit suicide by shoot- 
ing.

He put these into a sack, which he 
carried several miles on muleback into 
the woods and buried in a hole. The 
searchers suspected the tenant and at 
daylight he broke down and confessed 
under rigid questioning. 

Attracted by the news of the murder, 
many men and boys came from neigh- 
boring plantations. Several hundred men 
conveyed the negro to the spot where 
the legless trunk of the planter was 
found and the slayer was soon dangling 
from a tree. While bound hand and 
foot Crompton declared that Whitaker 
was his enemy and he had decided to 
et rid of him. Several years ago a 

rother of Whitaker was killed by 
negroes near the scene of Tuesday’s 
crime. 


ROOT TO RETIRE 
CUBA THE CAUSE 


Secretary Does Not Agree With 
President’s Action in 
Intervening. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 25.—Strong inti- 
mations have been given that Secretary 
Root will retire from the Cabinet in the 
near future. There has not been a dis-~ 
agreement between President Roosevelt 
and his Secretary of State, but it is 
understood that Secretary Root does not 
fully agree with the action of the Pres- 
ident in intervening in Cuba. 

Reasons for the proposed retirement 

Secretary Root are declared to be 
political. When he returned to the Cab- 
inet as Secretary of State it was the 
understanding that the influence of the 
administration would be thrown to Sec- 
retary Root for his nomination as the 
Republican candidate for the presidency. 

Developments of the last few months 
indicate clearly to the minds of the most 
intimate friends of President Roosevelt, 
notwithstanding his repeated assurance 
that he will not be a candidate, that he 
will again seek to become the standard 
bearer of his party, and will make a 
martyr of himself and serve a third 
term if he can be elected. 

This practical decision on the part of 
the President has made it clear to Sec- 
retary Root that he has nothing to gain 
by remaining in the Cabinet and that 
he will retire and resume the practice 
of law.

WARSHIP FLOATING PALACE.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 25.—A magnifi- 
cent suite of rooms on the battleship 
Louisiana will make that man-of-war 
a floating palace for the use of Presj- 
dent and Mrs. Roosevelt on their trip 
to Panama.

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SPELLING REFORM 


Roosevelt and Carnegie Called | 
Cranks at New York 
School Board Meeting. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Oct. 25.—Indirectly 
President Roosevelt and Andrew Car- 


negie were alluded to as cranks and 
crazy fanatics last night at a mass 
meeting at the rooms of the board of 
education to consider the application of 
the simplified spelling board to have 
the new-fangled orthography forced on 
the school children—"tried on the dogs,” 
as one of the speakers expressed it. 

Rossiter Johnson, the author, ap- 
peared at the meeting with a protest so 
nhumerously signed by well-known liter- 
ary people and educators as to indicate 
there is already a large and organized 
rebellion against the system which ex- 
tends to every part of the country. 
Prof. Brander Matthews of Columbia, 
Chairman of the simplified” spelling 
board, openly admitted he would not 
use the new spelling if he was writing 
another novel, as it might hurt the 
sale of the book. 

It was a hot meeting from start to 
finish. The first speaker was Prof. Mat- 
thews, who declared the English lan- 
Buage was the worst of all muodern lan- 

uages, freakish, violent and absurd. 
le asked the committee on the school 
board to authorize the new spelling in 
the schools. He apologized for the 
much criticized word “thru,’”’ which ap- 

ars in the list of 300 words sent out 

y the simplified spelling board, and 
said the board was not responsible for 
it, but the National Educational Asso- 
clation. 

Rossiter Johnson attacked the whole 
Simplified spelling scheme. It would 
not save space or diminish the size of 
books. Poor spellers would still spel! 
poorly, no matter how short the words. 
The new spelling would obscure the 
etymology and destroy their historical 
significance. Many words would look 
s0 much alike it would strain the eye 
to read them.

The Post-Dispatch congratulates Jeptha Howe and 
the Republican organization of which he is the head 
on some of the enemies it has made. It is cred- 
itable toe Mr. Howe that his course as a leader of 
the Republican party in St. Louis has earned him 
the hostility of Myerson, “Coonie” Besch, Norman 
Florsheim, Chris Schawacker, Pat Clarke and others 
of the old Ziegenhein machine.

THE CACKLING METHOD, 

The New York Woman’s Society for Political 
Study was certainly jolted hard and unexpectedly 
when it was told by Mrs. Sallie Morris Corey that 
to succeed as political club women they must learn 
to “cackle as the others cackle.” 

As yet they have not recovered far enough to have 
anything to say. When they do recover, perhaps 
they may conclude that Mrs. Sallie Morris Corey has 
found the final secret of political science and dis- 
closed it to them in one fell jolt. 

If cackling when the others cackle is the secret 
ef political success, both in public and club life, 
Mrs. Corey’s metaphor seems to make success easy 
Ger those whom nature has best fitted for cackling. 
This may be delusive. As the emblem of masculin- 
ity in American politics, the campaign rooster crows 
regardless of his capacity for real productiveness. 
The Cato who will not crow with the winners might 
as well commit suicide at once. But if success is 
to depend on ¢ackling, which until now it has been 
reserved by nature to announce feminine results, 
actual and genuine, what hope is left for the political 
equality of the sexes?

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HAS THE WORLD A NEW POET? 

Who shall say that poetry has fallen on degen- 
egate days when an epic in 24 books recounting the 
struggles of the ancient Britons against the Romans 
eludts from the London Saturday Review the pre- 
diction that it “will take its place ultimately among 
the English classics”? ! 

In “The Dawn in Britain” Mr. Charles M. Doughty 
sings with rugged vigof the battles of the Celts of 
Werg@-n Europe with the invading Romans, from 
Brenz 1s to Boodilla. When the first parts were pub. 
lishe! reviewers read to scoff. 

That the critics now read to praise is proof of a 
rare change of view. Behind the Gfabbed verse, with 
ite halting measure, its inversions of phrase, its un- 
couthness and abruptness, they now detect an austere 
dignity, a rough-hewn grandeur, an archaic sim- 
plicity. In passages descriptive of battles they hear 
the swerving gallop and headlong rush of the rattling 
chariots and feel the savage atmosphere of the fray. 

The author's knowledge of the past is superior to 
that of many antiquarians. He animates barbaric 


ie ety with the breath of living passion and makes 
shadowy semi-mythical figures of tradition convinc- 
ing in their human natures and heroic actions. And 
again passages are discovered which bloom soft with 
delicate flowers of speech. 

Mr. Doughty has not exactly waked up to find 
himself famous, but the begrudged tribute is none 
the less notable. If it is deserved, England may con- 
gratulate herself ‘on something of greater value than 
the Dreadnaught and of more importance than the 
creation of any number of new peers. ; 

Columbia does not ask for an epic poet; on the 
whole a lyric bard would be preferred. But where 
is even a new singer to be found?

“Its condemnation of its party is commendable as 
far as it goes,” says the Globe-Democrat, glorying 
in the Republic’s revolt against a number of the 
Democratic legislative candidates. It invites the 
Democratic organ to indorse the entire Republican 
ticket. Does the Globe-Democrat indorse the entire 
Republican ticket from top to bottom? Does it sup- 
port every legislative candidate put up by the Re- 
publicans, regardless of his character and capacity? 
The Republican committee does not stand for Kjus- 
meyer, the candidate for Senator in the Thirty-second 
Senatorial District, and has been trying to find a 
more acceptable candidate. Does the Globe-Demo- 
crat stand for every Republican candidate, no mat- 
ter how bad he may be, against every Democratic 
candidate. no matter how good he may be? Is that 
what Republicanism stands for in this community? 
A condemnation of the unfit candidates on the Re- 
publican ticket would be just as commendable in the 
Republican organ as a condemnation of bad Demo- 
crats is in the Democratic organ. There is no par- 
tisanship in the merit of courageous independence. 

POWER TO REGULATE. 

The Illinois Supreme Court has dismissed the Chi- 
cago City Railway’s bill for an injunction restraining 
the city from enforcing an ordinance requiring the 
company to furnish enough cars to carry passengers 
without crowding. 

The ordinance provided that cars should be heat- 
ed to at least 50 degrees, that they should be clean 
and properly ventilated and that there should be 
a sufficient number to prevent overcrowding. A 
penalty of at least $25 and not more than $100 was 
fixed for each offense, each car operated in violation 
of this law each day to constitute a separate offense. 
The company complained that the penalty was ex- 
cessive and that during the rush hours to comply 
was a physical impossibility. 

In dismissing the bill and upholding the power 
of the city government to pass such ordinances, the 
Court said: 

“The ordinance in this case is within the pow- 
ers conferred, and has for its laudable purpose the 
protection of the traveling public against discom- 
fort, annoyance and danger. It is designed to pro- 
mote the public comfort, safety and health by pre- 
venting the overcrowding of cars, and it should be 
sustained if it is legally possible to do so. To grant 
an injunction and prevent the prosecution of offenses 
against the ordinance during the progress of a chan- 
cery cause would be to render municipal authorities 
helpless in the discharge of public duties. The im- 
position of many penalties for many violations does 
not amount to irreparable injury to the company. An 
offender, by multiplying his offenses, cannot invoke 
the aid of a court of equity.” 

This is clear, It means that a municipality has 
the power by ordinance to enforce the terms of the 
franchise and compel the companies to observe the 
contract. When the franchise is granted, the com- 
pany undertakes to perform a public duty with 
reference to the public comfort, health and con- 
venience and they can be held to a strict performance 
of this duty. 

Gradually we are learning that the pretette that 
the State has no power to protect its citizens against 
the franchised corporations is only a pretense. There 
is power enough in any government to regulate any 
public function performed by a corporation. 
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The Ohiéago Chronicle’s feelings have been 
aroused to the point of denouncing Gov. Folk as “a 
reform-yawping humbug who gets into office through 
the votes of hysterical nincompoops.” This is be- 
cause the Governor commuted to imprisonment for 
life the sentence of the union cabman who killed a 
non-unionist and has not yet commuted the sentence 
of Aggie Myers. All eyes are on Missouri this year. 
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THE VICE-PRESIDENT THAWS. 

As Vice-President Fairbanks has completed his 
progress through Oklahoma and Indian Territory, he 
is open for new engagements.

PASS FOOTBALL 
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Trouble Arising Under the New 


Rules Is Largely Due to Lhck of 


Experience and Practice in Tranfering the 
Ball in the Open. 


Special to the Pogt-Dispatcn. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 2.- 
the football players and 
who are now foremost in developing 
football along its new lines did not 
have the opportunity to witness. the 
Rugby game which was played last sea- 
son at Washington Park by the famous 
New Zealand team. 

Had they been permitted that pleas- 
ure there would, perhaps, be less dis- 
cussion and less trouble as relates to 
the forward pass. Where most of the 
trouble is arising at present in regard 
to the play comes from ignorance is 
adapting team work to its necessities. 
In other words, American players do 
not know much about passing the ball 
on the fleld and are, therefore, being 
compelled to study methods of their 
own, 

The New Zealanders make one of the 
strongest points of their game passing 
the ball.

couragement. Meyer von Bremen? 
No, they did not care even to look at 
him.

been stolen from Cincinnati. The por- 
ter’s words were treated with aerision 
until he produced & newspaper contain- 
ing an account of the robbery. 


Search Instituted. 

Then there was a fine stir in the calm | 
and peaceful gallery. Whereupon the 
porter went on with hts sweeping, wear- | 
ing a smile of ineffable self-congratu'a- | 
tion, while a-clerk was dispatched post ; 
haste to catch the man and bring him 
back to the store by all means, by force, | 
if necessary. But Henri had disap- 
peared. 

Then the assistant got on the tee- 
phone, calling up every dealer in the | 
vicinity, suggesting that Henri should | 
be seized the minute he put in an Ap- | 
pearance. Among those who were thus | 
warned were Herman Schaus and Wi 
liam Macbeth. Mr. Schaus was the 
first of the dealers to be honored by 
a visit after the warning had been 
sounded from Clausen. How Mr. Schaus 
arranged for another visit from Henri, 
at which time he was introduced to, 
Detective sergeant Judge, posing as 4a /| 
connoisseur, is a mystery. 

Today W. R. Flinchpaugh, director of | 
Statuary Hall, in the Art Museum of 
Eden Park, Cincinnati, went to the 
Tombs to try to identify Henri. Flinch- 
paugh was sent to the prison, where 
he was escorted to the third tier of 
cells by Deputy Keeper Hanley. Here 
ne faced 10 prisoners lined up in the 
corridor. 

Making a close inspection of the men, 
Mr. Flinchpaueh finally paused before 
Henri and said: 

“There is the man.” 

He meant that Henri is a man whom 
he had seen about the art gallery on 
the day that the eg was stolen. 
Henri alleges that he was not in Cin- 
cinnati on that day. The police believe 
that there will be no difficulty in pro- 
curing the prisoner's extradition to the 


Western city.

ceiving Mr. Clausen’s message, and that 
he would certainly have been caught 














if Mr. Schaus had not carried the mat- 
ter through with the finesse of a Sher- 
lock Holmes. 

“I suppose about once a year,” said 
Mr. Macbeth, ‘‘we receive word from 
some gallery here or in Europe of a pic- 
ture cut from its frame. Usually the in- 
formation is sent regularly lithographed, 
with a reproduction of the stolen paint- 
ing, and facts concerning its disappear- 
ance. Now, as a consequence, it would 
be a very easy matter fous to detect 
stolen paintings when offered for sale. 
As a matter of fact, I hive never had 
a stolen painting offered to me. Four- 
teen years ago one of my paintings was 
stolen; but in the main—in fact, nine 
times out of ten—if a man has stolen a 
picture, he keeps far away from those 
whose business keeps them in touch 
with art and artists and collectors. 

“Thieves Not Organized.” 

‘Tt is more likely, in fact, that sell- 
ers of stolen pictures go to private in- 
dividuals—-to business men in their 
offices. But as to that, there is no 
organized class of picture stealers. It. 
is much easier to steal jewels; they 
are not so easily identified: but the 
supply of old masters and the like is 
limited, and hence when a missing 
example turns up we are not likely 
to consider it lightly. You know the 
robbers of that famous Gainsborough 
never dared offer it for sale. The ateal- 
ing of pictures, I should say, is not at 
all lucrative.” 

“Pictures are stolen once In a while,” 
said Mr. Knoedler, “but as a rule 
dealers are not bothered with offers to 
sell. In the firt place, a man who 
steals pictures is usually a dabbler in 
art, and knows that the dealer would 
be of all persons the moat likely to 
deteot the cheat.” 

At Clausens it was said that un- 
doubtedly the stealing of pictures was 
not the work of an organized band. 
An art lover, for example, might be- 
come hard pressed and take this 
method of replenishing his pocket- 
book, but as a rule the method re- 
plenished nothing but State's prison. 

“The stealing oe? pictures,” said Mr. 
Potter at this gallery, “ is entirely 
sporadic; I do not recall any import- 
ant robberies in this city. I believe, 
however, that the gallery in Boston 
has suifered not a little, as have the 
Western galleries. The robber's best 
field is in the West, in the small 
cities, where taste for art is growing, 
and the public as yet is not suffici- 
ently sophisticated, artistically, to ask 
questions. New York is a poor place 
to work off stolen paintings.”

Mr. Ditworth afterward was 
met on the street by three negroes, 
who, it is said, are relatives of the 
child, and one) dealt him a stinging 
blow. When he fell to the ground the) 
beat him unmencifully. 

When last seem at his boarding house, 
Mr. Ditworth stated that he was guing 
to see the mother of the man whe as- 
saulted him, Afterwards he was seen 
moving in the direction of the woman's 
house. This leads many persons to be- 
lieve that he was put out of the way 
before reaching) there.

Hunter Rescued With Sound 
Bones After Tumble Down 
Abandoned Shaft. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 


POTTSVILLE, Pa., Oct. %.—While 
Joseph Schroeder and William Katlbach 
were hunting on a mountainside, sev- 
eral miles distant, Schroeder entered 
the mouth of a drift and lighted a 
match to inspect it. He had walked 
only a few feet when the ground be- 
neath him crumbled and he eas 
feet foremost, from sight albach 
close behind him. almost followed him. 
Schroeder fell 400 feet into the airshaft 
of an abandoned coal working. 

Kalbach called down the hole and re- 
ceived no answer. Then he set off at 
a run for Middleport, from where he 
soon returned with a dozen men car- 
rying long lengths of yy Weighted 
and lowered,, the lengths failed to reach 
bottom, More rope was procured from 
town, but this, too, still dangled in the 
hole. 

Pottsville was telephoned, and Schroe- 
der’s father and half a dozen men from 
a shop started with several hundred 
feet of stout rope. In the meantime, 
John Galloway was lowered 200 feet 
into the opening and had a conve rsation 
with Schroeder, who said that he was 
unhurt.

Thdugh bruised from fall- 
ing from ledge to ledge in his descent, 
not a bone was broken.
